Manager Kenneth Mahony said yesterday 
‘Morning he had not reached a decision, and 
“a town attorney was reviewing the latest 
proposals from beth developers. The two 
proposals are ‘‘very close at this point,”’ 
Mahony said, explaining that he had come 
up with ‘‘some new numbers and clarified 
Some points’’ since a Monday afternoon 
meeting of the reuse committee. 


Thesmanager said he expected to choose a 
developer this afternoon, and make his rec- 
ommendation to the reuse committee for a 
vote at 7 o'clock tonight at Town Hall. The 
Board of Selectmen will be asked to ap- 

‘prove the committee's selection next Mon- 
day night. 

The developer who wins the contract will 
buy the public library from Andover, build 
a new addition and complete other renova- 
tions estimated at $4.5 million to the town’s 
specifications, lease the library to the town 
for 15 years, and then sell the building back 
to Andover 

That plan, approved by annual town 
meeting and similar to the East Junior 
High sale-and-repurchase renovation pro- 
ject, is designed to save the town an esti- 
mated $1 million in renovation costs 

Developers’ bids on the library project 
were more complex than those on the EJH

project, and included a ‘wider range’ of 
figures, Mahony told the reuse committee 
Monday. The four bidders included Corco- 
ran Brothers and Jackson Construction, 
along with Sargent Nichols and Peabody 
Construction; Corcoran later dropped out of 
the bidding. 

None of the bidders were local firms, and 
all intended to use union labor, the manager 
said. 

The manager recommended Sargent 
Nichols Monday, saying that firm appeared 
to be the low bidder with an annual cost to 
the town of $536,000, and a total cost over 15 
years of $8.456 million. 

However, he said his second choice was 
Peabody Construction, which had sub- 
mitted ‘‘an extremely complex proposal” 
with some points that remained unresolved 
as of Monday. 

Reuse committee member Paul Cronin 
suggested the committee delay choosing a 
developer until the manager had studied the 
Peabody proposal further: He noted that 
Peabody's proposal might turn out to bene- 
fit the town more than its competitor’s 
proposal. 

The town’s Industrial Development Fi- 
nance Authority is also expected to meet 
tonight to give preliminary approval to the 
library developer's application for low-in- 
terest industrial revenue bonds to fund the 
renovation project — whichever developer 
is chosen. 

Renovation plans call for building an ad-

Timothy Joseph Ronan made a 
rather auspicious entrance into the 
world shortly after 9 p.m. Tuesday. 

With the assistance of Andover 
and North Andover firefighters and

Mason and Landry are certified 
Emergency Medical Technicians 
and proceeded to facilitate the re- 
maining portion of Timothy Jo 
seph’s entrance into the world at 
about 9:11 p.m 

North Andover Firefighters Rob 
ert Fogarty and Andy Melnikas, also 
EMTs, responded with their ambu 
lance which had proper equipment 
for delivery on board. The two fur 
ther assisted and took mother and 
child to Lawrence General Hospital 
where both were doing just fine 

Andover EMTs Mason and Landry 
said the happiest sound to them was 
that initiaLcry from Timothy Joseph 
indicating that all was well 

And, at 9:22 p.m. the two were on 
their way back to the station with 
Lt. William Moore and Chauffeur 
Robert West, when their report of 
‘It’s A Boy’ was greeted with as 
much pleasure at the dispatch desk 
as it was by the new parents

Selectman Donn Byrne has suggested 
that Andover consider issuing permit 
stickers that would allow special park- 
ing privileges in town parking lots for 
the elderly and handicapped. 


Byrne said Monday night he has no- 
ticed that spaces designated for hand- 
icapped parking in town lots are 
usually full — and the cars parked in 
those spaces do not always have the 
required handicapped symbol on their 
registration plates. 


The selectman said the town should 
consider issuing stickers that would 
allow special parking up to 15 minutes 
in town lots for cars bearing hand- 
icapped or elderly passengers. 

The town manager indicated that he 
would follow up on that idea. 

The selectmen noted, however, that 
illegal use of spaces designated for the 
handicapped does not seem to be a 
problem at the Shawsheen Plaza shop- 
ping center, where the Police Depart- 
ment strictly enforces the parking law.

Septic System 
Installation 
Deadline 


Everett F. Penney, Jr., director of 
Public Health, announced recently that 
Andover Board of Health Rules and 
Regulations prohibit the installation of 
subsurface sewage disposal systems 
(septic systems) during the months of 
December, January, February and 
March. As the Dec. 1 deadline ap- 
proaches, Penney emphasized that all 
systems must be installed and back- 


filled prior to the deadline and that 
failure to do so would prevent house 
construction and occupancy until April 
1984. Final inspection appointments 
should be made with the health division 
staff

as soon as possible,’ said Penney, ‘‘as 
the current level of building activity 
has placed a premium on staff time 
needed to complete these inspections.”’

Library Bill Becomes Law 


Computer operations located at Andover’s Memorial Hall 
Library and used by 10 other libraries across the Merrimack 
Valley received a boost recently with enactment of new 
legislation sponsored by State Representative Sue Tucker of 
Andover 

The new state law creates a special fund called the Memori- 
al Hall Library Reserve Account which will be used to expand 
the library’s computer facilities through the addition of new 
equipment 

The new account will be funded by the libraries belonging to 
the Merrimack Valley Library Consortium, a group formed to 
collectively computerize the consortium members’ respec- 
tive circulation (book checkout) systems 

Through the consortium, member libraries are able to pool 
their holdings so that patrons of a library in one town can have 
access to books and other holdings of a library located in 
nother community. This allows member libraries to fill the 
gaps in each other's holdings 

Andover’s library is the consortium’s focal point, providing 
the centralized computer system and hardware used by the 
consortium members in their circulation operations. Tucker

‘Thousands of hours spent tracing books and dealing with 
inter-library loans are being saved through computerization,”’ 
she said. ‘Passage of this law has ensured the library’s 
continued success.’ 

The new account created by this legislation will be funded 
by a hook-up charge paid by each member of the consortium 
to gain access to the computer system in Andover’s library, 
Funds in the account will be used for future expansion of the 
system, which was installed this past summer. The $160,000 
system ($120,000 for hardware, $40,000 for software) was 
financed totally by state and local grants. 

Tucker has made expansion and development of Andover’s 
library a top priority, calling a well-stocked, well-staffed 
library ‘‘a critical component in ensurng a community's 
intellectual and cultural vitality.” 

Members of the Merrimack Valley Library Consortium, in 
addition to Andover, include the public libraries.of Lawrence, 
North Andover, Chelmsford, Dracut, Lowell, Haverhill, Me- 
thuen, North Reading, Wehhan and Hamilton.

Agencies At Seminar 


\Representatives from six local non-profit agencies, including the 
Lawrence Boys’ Club, Jewish Community Center, St. Ann’s Home, 
Andover-North Andover Y.M.C.A., Lawrence Y.M.C.A. and the Greater 
Lawrence Y.W.C.A., recently attended an energy conservation seminar 
sponsored by the Merrimack Valley United Fund. 

These representatives were part of a group representing 24 United 
Fund member agencies involved in this energy conservation project. 

The Merrimack Valley United Fund has invested $314,278 in the energy 
future of some 24 member agencies which own their own buildings and 
have building-centered programs. Each agency received a total energy 
audit from the consulting firm, Energy Planning Inc. 

The purpose of the seminar, taught by Joseph Donahue of Energy 
Planning Inc., was to update the agencies on the changes that have been 
made to their facilities. These changes include set-back thermostats, 
reduced wattage lighting, weatherstripping and other important conser- 
vation measures, Monthly, the energy consultants monitor each facility 
to insure that the conservation implementations are being utilized 
properly 

This energy investment by the United Fund was done with a three-year 
payback goal. After one year, ten agencies with swimming pools have 
already reported a combined savings of $88,651

This year’s is for its disaster plan 
that worked so smoothly during the August 19 
massive traffic accident on I-495. 

The hospital has been asked to develop a 
booth on disaster planning for the 1984 Hospi- 
tal Assembly March 27-29 in Boston. 

Last year the hospital was honored for its 
drunk driving demonstration staged at Law- 
rence Airport in cooperation with the police 
departments of Lawrence, Andover, North 
Andover, Methuen and Salem, N.H. 

“Even at Lawrence General which has 
more than 56,000 emergency department vis- 
its annually, frequently from multiple car 
accidents, the first reports of the scope of 
this massive pileup seemed incredible. But 
the disaster plan immediately became in 
action plan,’ said Martha Wood, LGH 
spokesperson, explaining this year’s award. 

‘Just as stated in the plan, the first victim 
brought to the hospital was in the most crit- 
ical condition. The medical team awaiting 
him was already aware of many of his needs 
through communication with the field. 

‘Medically all went smoothly. Frequently 
the emergency staff actually treat larger 
numbers of life-threatening injuries at one 
time than during the disaster,’’ she stated. 

‘‘Organizationally the disaster plan worked 
expertly. The planning and drills paid off,”’ 
she concluded.

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Ecumenical Tradition Begins Sunday 


In the wake of Thanksgiving and the push for the celebration of Christmas, the four weeks 
of Advent, the Christian time of preparation for Christmas, are often forgotten. These four 
weeks are actually more historical in their celebration than is the current form of 
celebrating Christmas 

The Parish of Christ Church, Andover, is offering the community an opportunity to join in 
the celebration of Advent on Sunday, Dec. 4, at 4 p.m. with scriptures and carols 
appropriate to the season. Open to all, the program wil involve 11 clergy from Andover- 
area churches and the parish Choir of Christ Church in this Lessons and Carols Candlelight 
Service 

Lessons and carols services are relative newcomers to the United States, being copies of 
the now famous service held annually, since 1918, at King’s College, Cambridge, England. 
The origin of this service dates back to the reign of King Henry VI of England in the mid- 
15th century when a lessons and carols service was first used to symbolize the good will of 
town-gown relationships with the students at Eton. The current, popular format was 
created by the Bishop of Truro, England, for use in his cathedral and shortly after modified 
for King’s. Since that time the basic concept has been used for various seasons of the year 
where carols, hymns and songs can be correlated with scriptural passages and other 
readings 

The lessons for Advent are full of Old Testament prophecy. Christ Church’s ecumenical 
service draws from the Books of Genesis, Isaiah, Micha and Zephaniah. As the readings 
progress to the actual birth of Jesus, two selections are taken from the Gospels of Luke and 
Matthew 


Peaceful 


Interspersed between each reading are Advent hymns and carols which reflect the 
subject matter of The Word. Many of the hymns have become traditionally associated with 
the season, but others are not as well known. With the leadership of the Christ Church 
Parish Choir, the audience will have the opportunity to sing 11 pieces of music from the 
Episcopal hymnal, a hymn collection rich in Advent texts. 

Three of the hymns are from very ancient sources, texts dating before the ninth century 
and plainsong from the earliest music of the Christian Church. Others are from the 
German, English, French Protestant and Roman Catholic traditions. 

The Rev. James A. Diamond, rector of The Parish of Christ Church, will be the officiant 
for the Lessons and Carols Service. Lectors presenting the readings are the Rev. Jack 
Daniel, Andover Free Christian Church; the Rev. Frederick J. Collins, St. Robert's 
Church; the Rev. George Vought, Brooks School; the Rev. William H. Mullin, St. Robert’s 
Church; the Rev. Gary Cornell, Ballard Vale United Church; the Rev. Rosemarie 
Smurzynski, Unitarian-Universalist Church; the Rev. Dennis Kohl, Faith Lutheran 
Church; the Rev. Graham Ward, West Parish Church; the Rev. Reginald MacDonald, 
Andover Baptist Church; and the Rev. Marjean Bailey, associate rector of The Parish of 
Christ Church. 

The selection of music was carried out by Earl L. Miller, director of music at Christ 
Church, who will serve as organist for the service. 

Following this Advent celebration of scripture and music, the community is invited to a 
tea and crumpet reception in Parish Hall as the close of the parish's Christmas Fair 
weekend.

Small School Buses 


Comprehensive new regulations designed to en- 
sure the safety of school children transported in 
small vehicles have been announced by Registrar of 
Motor Vehicles Alan Mackey. The proposed regula- 
tions were developed from the report of a blue 
ribbon committee formed .as part of an effort by 
Gov. Michael S. Dukakis to improve school bus 
safety. 

The committee was asked to assess safety stan- 
dards regulating the use of small vehicles used 
primarily to transport special needs students. 
Whether additional safety features or equipment 
should be required on regular school buses was also 
addressed. 

Mackey said he will file legislation to establish 
regulations requiring special licensing of small 
vehicle operators, additional safety equipment and 
equipment inspection, special registration plates, 
the use of safety belts in vehicles equipped with 
them and that all new vehicles be painted school- 
bus yellow and black. 

Mackey said he hoped to have the new regulations 
implemented by the beginning of the next school 
year. 

“The special operator licensing proposal will 
correct a long-standing deficiency by bringing all 
drivers of vehicles transporting school children 
under the directives now regulating school bus 
drivers,’’ Mackey said. 

Prospective drivers will undergo an initial eight- 
hour training program and physical examination 
and will pass driver record and criminal history 
checks in order to be certified by registry officials. 
An annual physical examination and four-hour 
training session will be required for subsequent 
yearly license renewals

“The issuing of special registration plates will 
help the registry, for the first time, to determine 
the identity and numbers of small vehicles used to 
carry students. In addition, special registration will 
help with monitoring the insurance carried by these 
vehicles,’’ Mackey said. 

The proposed additional safety equipment, side 
view mirror, fire extinguishers and the painting of 
new vehicles school-bus yellow and black, will 
bring small vehicles in line with standards now 
regulating school buses. A check on compliance 
with new equipment regulations as well as those 
already in force will be accomplished through semi- 
annual safety and equipment inspections. 

Mackey, who is planning a state-wide campaign 
to encourage the use of safety belts in passenger 
cars, expressed confidence that ‘‘requiring the use 
of presently installed safety belts will further en- 
sure the safety of students transported in passenger 
vehicles.”’ 

Edward C. Bacherman, committee chairman and 
representative of the Massachusetts Association of 
School Committees, expressed support for the reg- 
istry initiatives, noting that ‘‘the committee is 
unanimous in endorsing the comprehensive nature 
and content of Registrar Mackey’s proposals.”’ He 
was particularly pleased that the committee rec- 
ommendations had been acted upon so quickly, ‘‘as 
we are convinced that these long overdue changes 
will substantially upgrade an area of school trans- 
portation safety that has been so long neglected.” 

Bacherman stated that the committee is still 
deliberating the desirability of safety belts and 
other special safety modifications for regular 
school buses.

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While Awaiting Judge’s Report 


A Superior Court judge may decide early 
next month whether the state can allow 
privately-operated, profit-making cross 
country ski trails in Harold Parker State 
Forest — but meanwhile, state officials are 
considering a plan to offer free state-run ski 
trails in the forest. 

That proposal caught the Harold Parker 
State Forest Advisory Committee by sur- 
prise, committee chairman Margaret Keck 
of Andover said this week, and the commit- 
tee is strongly opposed to the idea. 

The free trails would follow the same six- 
mile loop near the Salem Pond area pro- 
posed last year by businessman Duane 
Johnstone of Carlisle, Keck explained, and 
only skiers would be allowed to use the 
trail. That area is currently used ‘‘extensi- 
vely’’ by horseback riders, she noted. 


The advisory committee is scheduled to 
meet at 7:30 p.m. Wednesday, Dec. 14 at 
forest headquarters to discuss the state 
plan. 

And the legal battle that began a year ago 
will continue on Jan. 3, when attorneys 
representing the state and a group of ten 
area residents will seek a judge’s decision 
in Suffolk Superior Court. 

Atty. Paul Kenny, whose Medford law 
firm is representing the citizens, said this 
week he believes both parties may agree on 
a statement of the facts of the case, and 
present them to the judge for a decision. 
The judge for the case has not yet been 
named, Kenny said. 

The forest advisory committee was cre- 
ated last spring to work with officials from 
the state Department of Environmental 


Management, with one of its major objec- 
tives to establish a forest management 
plan. 

During recent months, state officials 
promised committee members they would 
not add ski trails to the forest until the 
management plan was completed, accord- 
ing to Keck. 

But last month, DEM officials informed 
the committee that they would create free 
ski trails this winter. Officials planned to 
plow parking lots in the ski area to attract 
skiiers; a parking attendant would be avail- 
able, and parking would be free. 

The chairman said the committee was 
‘“‘annoyed’’ because the state came up with 
the plan without consulting the committee 
‘This was like a bombshell for us,” Keck 
said. ‘‘The advisory committee was to have 


an opportunity for input (into the state’s 
plans for the forest) — that was our whole 
focus.”’ 

The advisory committee has sent a letter 
of protest to the DEM, and has urged state 
officials to delay implementing the plan 
until it has been further discussed. 

Controversy over recreational use of Har 
old Parker began last November, when the 
DEM announced that it was considering 
issuing Johnstone a permit to operate a 
cross-country skiing concession in the for- 
est. The permit would be issued for two 
years, on a trial basis, and the state would 
claim a small percentage of gross income 
from the trails 

Johnstone proposed creating a six-mile

Exciting Prospects 


Now that the Memorial Hall Library project is 
nearing the construction stage and the East Junior 
High renovations nearing completion, the town’s 
Reuse Committee will be turning its attention to 
what to do with town hall. 

The prospects are as exciting as they are in- 
triguing. 

One of the greatest satisfactions residents 
should get from the committee’s attitude is that 
there is no intention to sell it, but rather to look at 
it and determine how best to retain this vital part 
of old Andover in the center of the downtown area. 

The committee will be delving into the old build- 
ing’s historical past and with that in mind, proba- 
bly offer some renovation prospects based on the 
structure’s original intent. 

If buildings could talk, this old edifice could 
probably offer a plethora of stories and a solid 
offering of Andover lore. 

It was, of course, the setting for annual town 
meeting many years ago. Residents would board 
their horse and carriage and head for town hall for 
the day, voting in the morning, stopping for lunch 
and friendly conversation, before spending the 
afternoon carving out the town’s budget and busi- 
ness for the ensuing year 

There were dances, plays and other offerings by 
school and civic groups in the upstairs hall and 
stage. 

Annually, the town enjoyed a May breakfast, 
when the ‘boys from the academy’ would be wel- 
comed to the town hall on that first day in May to 
join in fellowship with the townfolk. 

That the building is still intact to remain a part 
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of Andover’s history 1s due in no small way to 
many old-time residents who saved it from the 
wrecker’s ball on more than one occasion. 

When urban renewal was proposed about 25 
years ago, one of the keys to the project was 
demolition and replacement of the town hall and 
fire station which was located to the rear. The old 
town house survived that challenge under the guise 
of an attitude at town meeting which indicated the 
town did not want federal funds to remove an 
important and useful building in the heart of the 
community. 

There were other challenges, even money appro- 
priated in more recent years to plan for a new 
town hail, only to have sentimental persuasion 
prod officials into directing the funds to more 
useful and necessary projects. 

The building has survived progress, as indicated 
by the fact that it today accommodates computers 
as well as it did the old quills which once kept 
track of the town’s accounts. 

Soon, however, the town offices will move from 
the building into newer, more spacious and cen- 
tralized accommodations. 

This will permit the Reuse Committee to begin 
the task of offering to the town a proposal to keep 
the town hall as an integral part of the business 
district. 

Its potential, in the eyes of that committee, is 
great. 

Based on the work they have performed for the 
town to date in their efforts at East Junior High 
and proposed work at the library, the town can 
anticipate they will meet the challenge well. 


Down The Vous With The Townsman 


75 Years Ago — December 1908 

Local store keepers are making arrangements to handle a 
large Christmas business this year. Money spent at home is 
generally well spent money. 

At a recent meeting of the Latin teachers of Andover, North 
Andover, Methuen, Haverhill, Lawrence and other towns, Mr.

Frenzied 
Activity 


How to characterize November on Beacon Hill? 
An issue-a-minute, frantic activity, scrambling for 
position for a bill to be released from Ways and 
Means, for a district-piece of the capital outlay pie. 
Caucuses forming and reforming, meetings, plans, 
schemes for action. '83 legislation pending while '84 
legislation is hastily put together 
before the November deadline. 
Power shifting—allegiances re- 
aligned. 

Some important accomplish- 
ments were wrested from this 
activity and I have listed some of 
the highlights here. 

Rules Reform 

A major overhaul of the way 
the House of Representatives op- 
erates was enacted. Most 
changes give rank and file representatives more 
power, while diminishing the power of the Speaker 
and his leadership. Other changes are common 
sense reforms which have been pending for years: 
legislative accounts will now be audited, the House 
is now subject to the Open Meeting Law, bills must 
now be in print at least 24 hours before floor 
consideration. 

Many Andover residents have signed the initia- 
tive petition for further Rules changes to appear on 
the 1984 ballot. At this time, the State Supreme 
Court has not yet determined the constitutionality 
of this petition. While our recent reforms are sub- 
stantial, many citizens feel that they do not go far 
enough to insure a democratic process in the Legis- 
lature, particularly because most do not apply to 
the Senate as well as the House. (A big thank you to 
my constituents who braved the cold to collect 
signatures. ) 


Education 

The Legislature’s Education Committee, of 
which I am a members, is getting ready to release 
its report on Massachusetts Public Schools. This 
report will include major initiatives in curriculum, 
testing, professional development for teachers, 
technology in the classroom and school finance. I 
plan to meet with Andover teachers to discuss these 
proposals and will analyze them in detail in a future 
TOWNSMAN article. 

Capital Expenditures 

Repairs and renovations to state buildings (pris- 
ons, colleges, mental health facilities, ete), high- 
way and transportation improvements, land 
acquisition for parks and coastal areas, sewer and 
water line improvements, housing and many other 
major state expenses are funded through capital 
outlay budgets, financed through the sale of bonds. 
The debt service on these bonds affects the annual 
operating budget of the state and, thus, ultimately 
our tax policy. 

Three years had passed since the last capital 
outlay budget and the list of requested projects had 
grown to $640,000,000. The House debated this bud- 
get for several days, cutting here and adding there. 
I supported many amendments to shave millions 
from this budget, limiting, for example, expendi- 
tures to items of at least seven years durability. 
Thus, taxpayers would not be paying debt service 
on items no longer in use, such as automobiles and 
certain computer equipment.

WASHINGTON The 
public probably hasn’t heard 
the last of the television 
movie, “The Day After.” 
The terrifying portrayal of a 
nuclear holocaust, aired by 
ABC last week, could well 
become an election issue. 

Administration spokes- 
men have already claimed 
that the film was _ unbal- 
anced, that it was inaccu- 
rate, and that the events 
depicted could never 
happen. But that is not what 
the Pentagon’s internal files 
show. 

Our associate Tony 
Capaccio has had access to 
the files. They disclose that 
ABC sought the cooperation 
of the Defense Department. 
Such assistance is granted 
only if the film in question is 
factually accurate and 
doesn’t tout policies counter 
to the national interest. 

The scripts for ‘“The Day 
After” were reviewed by 
defense analysts who found 
them to be accurate. “In 
general,’ observed one 
analyst, “I like it. The expo- 
sition is fairly well 
balanced, with very little 
overstatement or misstate- 
ment. What errors there are 
are easy to correct.” 

The film’s producers 
agreed to several changes in 
the script, and the Defense 
Department allowed ABC's 
technicians and researchers 
to tour Air Force training 
sites. 

But a problem developed 
that caused Pentagon offi- 
cials to cease their coopera- 
tion. The script indicated 
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Pentagon analysts found 
‘The Day After’ accurate 


that the NATO alliance was 
the aggressive force. The 
deployment of Pershing II 
and cruise missiles in 
Europe, the movie implied, 
precipitated the conflict and 
this, Defense officials decid- 
ed, would strengthen the 
campaign to prevent the 
lacement of U.S. missiles in 

estern Europe. Had it not 
been for this one objection, 
ABC would have received 
full cooperation. 

In other words, the 
Defense Department’s own 
experts found the film to be 
an accurate depiction of the 
devastation that would 
result from the dropping of 
a nuclear bomb. 

CANDIDATE RATINGS: 
In an effort to keep the 
Reagan administration’s 
“gender gap’ open, a group 
of influential Democratic 
women are trying to make 
sure that none of the party’s 
candidates makes a misstep 
that alienates women

The group, called the 
‘‘Women's Presidential 
Project,” sent out a ques- 
tionnaire to the party's 
candidates.

have the inside track. John 
Glenn is seen as needing 
some polishing on women’s 
issues. Ernest Hollings 
needs a lot of help, and Reu- 
bin Askew is considered 
unacceptable. George 
McGovern and Jesse Jack- 
son have yet to be evaluated. 

EXPENSIVE WAR: The 
3-year-old conflict between 
Iraq and Iran is bankrupting 
Iraq. According to intelli- 
gence sources, the struggle 
is costing the Iraqis about 
$900 million a month and 
they have resorted to drastic 
measures to keep the war 
going. 

Government officials, for 
example, have collected 
some 50 tons of gold and 
jewels from the country’s 
women since July. At one 
time, the women offered up 
their valuables voluntarily; 
now special police squads 
raid homes to find the trea- 
sures. 

Iraq has also signed a 
series of secret agreements 
with other nations in an 
effort to bankroll its mili- 
tary forces. A deal with 
Egypt allows 1.5 million 
Egyptian laborers to work in 
Iraq; this will allow more 
able-bodied Iraqis to be sent 
to the front. Another agree- 
ment calls for France to 
supply Iraq with arms and a 
deal with the Soviet Union 
will provide food and muni- 
tions. 

Nevertheless, our intelli- 
gence sources say, Iraq is 
close to military and eco- 
nomic collapse. 

CHEMICAL WEAPONS 
IN CUBA?: The CIA has 
believed for some time that

chemical and biological 
agents are being stockpiled 
in Cuba. This assessment is 
based on claims by Cuban 
defectors that they had 
received training in how to 
use the controversial weap- 
ons. 

Now we've learned that a 
high-level Cuban military 
officer has accidentally con- 
firmed the CIA’s fears. The 
official, who holds the title 
of “Directorate of Chemical 
Troops of the Revolutionary 
Armed Forces,” let it slip on 
Radio Havana that the 
Cuban army will soon have 
an advanced training school 
for chemical warfare. The 
new school was needed, he 
said, because of changes in 
the nature and complexity 
of chemical weapons. 

HEADLINES AND FOOT- 
NOTES: There is a new 
development in the age-old 
struggle between what’s 
good for foreign policy and 
what’s good for domestic 
policy: The State Depart- 
ment wants international 
lending institutions to bail 
out Chile’s depressed copper 
industry. But the world cop- 
per market is already glutt- 
ed, and the bailout would 
throw American copper 
miners out of work. 

— The Armed Forces 
Radio and Television Ser- 
vice is working on an ambi- 
tious plan to set up as many 
as 39 new relay stations 
around the globe. This would 
allow U.S. servicemen in the 
world’s most remote regions 
to receive up-to-the-minute 
news and entertainment.

Charlie Ziegenbein will remember his final game 
for the Golden Warriors as he established a Merri- 
mack Valley Conference record in kicking three 
field goals to lead Andover High to a 16-15 win over 
Lawrence Central Catholic last Thursday morning. 

Adding to Ziegenbein’s record effort was an elec- 
trifying Ralph Dellatto to Mark Grams pass in the 
closing minutes to tie the game and pave the way 
for a Ziegenbein placement to provide the victory 
edge. 

A crows of over 4,500 sat in onthe Thanksgiving 
Day thriller at Lawrence’s Veterans Memorial 
Stadium. 

The victory capped a succesful season for Dick 
Collins’ Golden Warriors, ending with a 7-2-1 re- 
cord. Central Catholic completed the season at 5-5. 
It also snapped a two-year losing streak for And- 
over on Thanksgiving day and upped the Warrior 
record against Central to 9-2-1 since the series 
began. 

For Ziegenbein it was his third, fourth and fifth 
field goals of the season. 

Even after his placement broke the tie, the game 
remained in doubt, as Central put on a sustained 
drive following the kickoff and a last ditch effort 
toward victory fell by the wayside when Red Raid- 
er sophomore Bill Culhane attempted a 37-yard 
field goal which went wide right and short as the 
clock ran out. 

As the game opened, Andover went on the offen- 
sive early with Chris Scarpa intercepting a Jim 
Dowd pass on the third play.

Central began its final scoring drive as the third 
quarter was winding down, initiating the drive at its 
own 29 and marching to the Warrior 16 from where 
Gauthier took it in for the score. Dave Robertson 
bolted over wit the two-point conversion gving the 
Raiders a 15-9 advantage. 

Andover got its succesful winning drive underway 
on the kickoff with about two minutes remaining 
Comeau chipped in a 13-yard run, Scarpa pitched an 
option pass to Mark Nardone and Dellatto gained

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Samaritans Respond 


To Holiday Blues 


According to The Samaritans, the suicide prevention serv- 
ice for the Merrimack Valley, ‘‘holiday blues’ are no myth. 
‘Depression doesn’t lift by magic, just because it’s 
Christmas,” says Sally Casper, Samaritan director. In fact, 
depression may be intensified because of the contrast be- 
tween holiday cheer and inner despair. 

Samaritan volunteers work in shifts to provide round-the- 
clock befriending and support to anyone who calls or comes to 
the Samaritan center in Lawrence. Volunteers responded to 
26,879 calls for help this year from residents of the Merrimack 
Valley and Southern New Hampshire. 

‘Not every caller is in danger of suicide,’’ says Casper. 
Most are looking for someone who will listen. The most 
common problems are family crises, breakup of a 
relationship, alcohol and drug abuse, financial worries, be- 
reavement, divorce and separation. 

The holidays exaggerate problems that already exist. The 
number of suicides is no higher in December than in other 
months. In fact, it’s slightly lower. The highest number of 
suicides occurs in the spring. However, feelings of hopeless- 
ness can overwhelm people at any time of year.

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Telephone Changes Explained 


The major changes taking place in the telecommunications 
industry were outlined recently for senior citizens in Andover. 

Cynthia Austin, New England Telephone public relations 
manager, addressed the group at a meeting held at Andover’s 
senior center. 

“There are going to be a lot of changes in the way you do 
business with us,’’ she told the group. 

‘The changes which affect the telephone business and the

“The changes are coming and they’re going to be a little 
difficult to get used to,’’ Austin explained, ‘“‘but I assure you 
that we at New England Telephone will work to minimize any 
inconvenience you may encounter.’ 

She said that the company has established a toll-free infor- 
mation line—1-800-555-5000—to respond to customer quetions 
concerning these changes as part of the company’s ‘‘Let’s 
Talk” program. 


entire telecommunications industry stem from two separate 
actions on the part of the Federal Government. One is an 
antitrust settlement which calls for a major reorganization of 
the Bell System that takes effect in 1984,’’ she said. 

Under that settlement, New England Telephone and 21 
other Bell Operating Companies (BOCs) will become sepa- 
rate entities from AT&T. 

“The other change, completely unrelated to the first, is 
Computer Inquiry II, a proceeding in which the FCC has acted 
to separate the telecommunications business into regulated 
and unregulated parts. 

“As a result of all this, telephone customers, starting in 
January, will be dealing with a minimum of three companies 
instead of just one for complete end-to-end service,”’ she said. 

‘First, New England Telephone and the other BOCs will 
continue to provide dial tone. Second, AT&T and other ven- 
dors will offer and provide new telephones and other terminal 
equipment. 

Austin explained that a difficult change for customers to 
accept may be one involving long distance calling, the third 
element of telephone service after divestiture. 

“At the present time, AT&T provides your long distance 
service. However, later next year you will be asked to select 
AT&T or another carrier to provide long distance service. 

‘What all this means is that you will have many more 
options in the selection of your service and equipment. One 
change already in place is that NET customers, for the first 
time, have the option of continuing to lease their home 
telephones on a monthly basis or buying them from the

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Christmas Mailing Suggestions 


For those with relatives in the armed services 
stationed overseas or who wish to mail holiday 
greetings and packages to others living in foreign 
countries, now is the time to make your holiday 
mailings, according to Postmaster Edward Morris- 
sey 

December 5-12 is the deadline for most points, 
with some distant locations already having passed 
the deadline 

PAL (Parcel Airlift Mail) is flown to the nearest 
port of embarkation—New York, Miami, San Fran- 
cisco or Seattle. Packages up to 30 lbs. and 60”’ in 
combined length and girth may be sent by PAL. 
Regular parcel post rate is charged to the U.S. exit 
port or from the port of entry plus a fee for air 
service 

SAM (Space Available Mail) is transported by 
surface means in the 48 states and flown on a space 
available basis from the U.S. Packages up to 15 lbs. 
and 60’’ in combined length and girth may be sent 
by SAM for regular parcel post rates to the U.S. 
exit port or from the U.S. port of entry. 

Mailing Tips 

With the Christmas mailing season just ahead, 
Postmaster Morrissey offers tips for customers to 
assure that their cards and packages arrive on time 
and in good shape 

In addition to mailing early, customers are urged 
to properly address cards and packages with the 
name, house number and street (or post office box 
number), and city, state and Zip Code reserved for 
the last line 

It is also a good idea to put a slip of paper with the 
recipient’s name and address and your return ad- 
dress inside parcels and be sure the addressing on 
the outside of the parcel includes your return ad- 
dress and Zip Code. 

Check the size of envelopes before mailing 
Christmas and other holiday cards. Letter size 
standards require that envelopes be at least 3'2”’ 
high and 5°’ long to be accepted for mailing 

The Postal Service also asks customers to put an 
ounce of extra care into preparing parcel post and

other packages for mailing. Parcels will arrive in 
good shape if you follow a few simple suggestions: 

Make sure contents are well-cushioned and there 
is no empty space in the box. Use crumpled newspa- 
per around the item, including all sides, top and 
bottom. Commercially available foam shells or air- 
pocket padding also make good cushioning materi- 
als. Padded mailing bags are a good way to mail 
small items. 

Don’t overwrap. Just use your carton. Brown 
paper and twine cord are not necessary. Paper can 
rip and twine can become entangled in processing 
equipment. 

Seal properly. Close the parcel with one of the 
three recommended types of tape: pressure sensi- 
tive, nylon-reinforced kraft paper or glass-re- 
inforced pressure sensitive. 

Use smudge-proof ink for addressing. 

Put the recipient’s address in the lower right 
portion of the package. Put your return address in 
the upper left hand corner of only one side of the 
package. Remove all other labels from the box. 

Be sure to include the Zip Code in both the 
recipient's and your-return address. remember, 
wrong Zip Codes can delay the mail. 

Mail early in the month and early in the day. 

Use the right service: Irreplaceable items, such 


as cash and other valuables, should be sent by’ 


registered mail. 

If you run out of time: Priority Mail affords 
First-Class handling for packages weiging over 12 
ounces and up to 70 lbs. Priority Mail can be sent 
from any post office, station or branch or through 
rural carriers to any address in the U.S. Delivery of 
Priority Mail is accomplished in two to three days 
anywhere in the country. Priority Mail can even be 
used for foreign mailings. 

The service is available with insurance, return 
receipt, COD, certificates of mailing and special 
deiivery. Anyone interested in Priority Mail should 
contact the post office for details. 

For last-minute shoppers, use Express Mail. It 
offers next day service and is available at the local 
post office

The final capital outlay budget has yet to pass the 
Senate and the Governor’s scrutiny; items will be 
added and subtracted at each stage. Even after 
legislative authorization, not a dime will be raised 
through bond sales until each project is thoroughly 
reviewed for need and cost by the Secretary of 
Administration and Finance. This process results in 
five-year delays for roof repairs, ten-year delays 
for prison renovation and even Federal financial 
penalties for mental health funding because of the 
State’s failure to clean up the abysmal condition of 
some of our facilities for the retarded. 

At the same time, a careful process is necessary 
to protect both our bond rating and tax rate. If all 


states bond certain capital expenditures through 
counties or local units which Massachusetts bonds 
at the state level. Nevertheless, when total state 
and local per capita debt is combined, we still rank 
an uncomfortable 24th among states. 

Infrastructure (roads, bridges, water systems, 
mass transit) needs will grow, not diminish, in the 
Commonwealth.

Repairs On Most Makes Bicycles, Lawnmowers, Snowblowers 
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Master Plan Schedule Won’t 
Allow Spring Implementation 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


Work on updating the town’s comprehen- 
sive plan is “going underground for a 
while,’’ the Community Development and 
Planning Director said this week — and it 
now appears doubtful that town meeting 
will be asked to take any major action to 
implement the plan next spring. 

Reviewing progress on the master plan 
update last week, the Planning Board 
learned that they will not have a final draft 
of the revised master plan until early Jan- 
uary. The planners were expecting to see 
that draft completed by the end of Decem- 
ber. 

Before the board is ready to hold public 
hearings on proposed changes to zoning 
laws and planning rules and regulations — a 
required step before town meeting — “‘it 
seems we have inore work to do,’’ Commu- 
nity Development and Planning Director 
Jonathan Gilmore said. 

The board has some 20 pages of the draft 
to review, according to Gilmore, and has 
requested additional information on statis- 
tics concerning housing and land use, for 
example. 

The planners have not set a deadline for 
completing that work, but expect to finish it 
by Jan. 13, when planning consultant Ron- 
ald Curran’s contract with the town will 
expire 

The director said it was unlikely that the 
planners will present any major proposals 
for updating the master plan to town meet- 
ing next spring, although some minor 
‘‘housekeeping’’ warrant articles may 
come before the voters. 

Later in last week’s meeting, the board 
held a public hearing on a proposed 10-lot 
subdivision, ‘Deerfield Way,’’ to be built on 
a 15-acre parcel off High Plain Road. The 
developers are Karen and George Carpent- 
er, Jr 

Gilmore said he had not expected any 
opposition to the small subdivision, but two 
abutters objected to the plan because they 
said there are drainage problems on High 
Plain Road 

Claire and Thomas Gauthier of 365 High 
Plain Road said a slope in the road has 
created a large puddle at the foot of their 
driveway. Gilmore explained that accord- 
ing to engineer's reports, Deerfield Way 
will drain in the opposite direction from the 
Gauthier’s home, and will have no impact 
on problems there. 

The planners did not vote on that plan last 
week 

However, they approved a special permit 
to cluster for one 39-acre section of the 360- 
acre Andover Country Club subdivision 
Section four, located at the end of Can- 
terbury Street near the clubhouse, will in- 
clude 38 clustered house lots

‘Four is the beginning of an arcade,’’ the 
chairman said.
